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ABSTRACT : 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a method for 
representing a character or a 

symbol by color arrangement in which each point of a 
braille comprising a 

combination of points of three columns and two rows is 
assigned with a color 

such that the combination of colors represents the meaning 
of the braille. 

SOLUTION: A color is assigned to each point of a braille 
for visually 

handicapped person basically comprising a combination of 
six points and a 

character or a symbol is represented by a combination of 
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colors corresponding 

to the braille. Conventionally, a braille is colorless or 
monochromatic and it 

is strange, dull and uninteresting for almost all person of 
normal vision. The 

points are colored with light and clean colors so that 
color arrangement can be 

identified and interpreted visually. Since a numeral, a 
kana, an alphabet, and 

the like, can be represented by a combination of six 
colors, a dull bar code 

can be changed to a cheerful code by changing a 
conventional black monotonous 

bar code into a colored bar code and a decorative effect is 
attained . 
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
